blait the popularity, and poifon the peace 
and happinefs of this unfortunate mah, 
is lamentable, indeed ; but, he who will 
prefume to afcribe it to á corruption, or 
depravity of heart, rather than te the fal- 
libility of man and the frailty of human 
paflions, muft be blinded by his own ve- 
nom, and utterly eflranged to every fen- 
timent of compafton, and the lenient and 
divine maxim which inftru€ts us that 
where oppofing prefumptions are of e- 
qual weight, the fcale fhou!d always pre- 
ponderate on the fide of mercy.

- There is fach a: ftronz delre i in AR 
men, +6 to flick to their old practices to 
the-laft extremity,” that it has ever been 
a very difficult talk to. make innovations 
among them, however great the acvan- 
tages refulting from thefe might be.— 
Hence it hes been in vain that thé bo. 
foms of philanthropifis have fo often 
burned with defire to benefit all man- 
kind, Aware of this I cannot expe& 
that tite agriculturaliits will immediately 
attend to the manuring their lands with 
finely powdered pit-coal. But to haften 
the intfodu¢tion of this article‘into ge- 
neral ule, I offer the following {tatement, 
which will thew how much cheaper itis 
than Plaifter of ‘Paris. 

The coal in lumps may be purchafed 
during the fummer feamon at 20 cents 
per bufhel. From experiments made on 
a-fmiall fcale, I find, that about 16 buth- 
els of coal in lumps, will make 24 beth 
els when powdered. The price of this 
will of courfe be 3 dols, 20 cts. Qpe 
ton of good plaifter of Paris cofts 3 dol. 
lars, and for this ton the miller gives 24 
bufhels of powder. Suppofing that the 
coal cots four dollars, the difference in 
the expence of thefe articles, is of great 
confequence to farmers—independentl+ 
of the fuperior powet of coal in’ quick- 
ening vegetation, and the greater eafe 
with which it can ‘be procured and pow- 
dered. 

"That coal has a very great influence on 
vegetation, may be inferred, not only 
frém the experiments I publifhed in your 
laft paper, bui from other circumftances. 
Every one knows that animal matter af- 
fords to. animals more nourifhment than 
any other fubftance. Mineral coal is but 
little more than common charcoal ren- 
dered more compact; and charcoal be- 
ing the chief conftituent of moft plants, 
we arè naturally led to conclude, that 
when applied to “vegetables, , it would 
yield great fupporr. We have pofitive 
proof, that vegetables have a great ten- 
dency to unite with charcoal. Ingen- 
houz aad ‘Prieftly were formetly difpu- 
ting about their pretenfions to the honor 
of having difcovered thet vegetables 
throw cut, or expire that pure or vital 
rj air, which animals take in orinfpire, Re- 
fore the warmth bf their difpute fubli- 
ded, profeffor Woodhoufe, of Philadel- 
phia, difcovered that plants did not.ex- 
pire this pure air. He found by well 
conducted experiments, that the pure 
air areund plants proceeded from the de- 
eompOlition of fited air, which i is coni- 
pofed of charcoal and pute air. This 
decompofition was effected by the vege- 
tables attracting the charcoal, and uniting 
with it, thereby leaving behind the dif. 
engaged vital air, 

As up wards of two thirds of vegeta. , 
ble bodies are charcoal ; and. fince vege- 
tables have the power to decompofe an 


‘lair to unite with its charcoal, can we be 


furprifed on finding whem the.coal is in 
a ftate of purity,-and its cohefion de- 
ftroyed, as im pulverized pit coal, that it 
unites more réadily with: plants? Nay, 
it would be a{tonifhing were not heavy 
pit coal the moft valuable manure—bet- 
ter thar’ the light common charcoal—and 
were not this chateoal better than afhes 
in-expediting vegetation. 

Whether coal aéts alfo mechanically 
and whether it is ufeful'by blackening the 
foil, fo as to make it give up more heat 
during the fun fhine, muft be afcertained 
by future inveftigation ; as well as what 
kind of plants.the coal is belt adapted

wholefome counfel, how they may be 
mended. This is the caufe, why I ad- 
drefs thefe lines to you for infertion in 
your Informant, and humbly offer the 
remarks of my life to a fovereign peo- 
pic, who, I fuppofe, and confidently 
hope, can hear the truth, without hat- 
ing the teller. 

Montefquieu make public and private 
virtue the only pillar of arepublic. If 
a king had fix fons, and would have one 
brought up to cheating and pilfering, the 
other to drinking, the third to gambling, 
the fourth murder, the fifth to avarice, 
the fixth to lewdnefs and {pending 5 
what hope of a profpetous reign could 
the poor fubjeéts have, in cafe the father 
dies? It fuch untoward conftellations 
darken the political fky in a monarchy; 
of which virtue is not the fotndation, 
what prognoftics can we, give of demo- 
cracy, of which virtue is the only fup- 


_{| port, when the mafs of the people, which 


ig the-fovereign, is infefted with thefe 
vices? Want of general education is 
the mifery. of monarchies and the des- 
truttien of democracies. All. our gricvan- 
ces are but branches of this luxuriant 
{pring. Republican fchools, well found- 
ed, well fupported, are the grand pana- 
cea, for all thefe complaints. Semina- 
ries, it is true, and academies, we have, 
where you mzy learn fome Latin and 
Greek, and a little Hebrew if you pleafe ; 


the people what is right or wrong 3 good 
or bad’; generous or meañ 3 konélt or 
difhonorable ? Or could not the people 
learn thefe things bet in their mother 
tongue, in good plain Englifh?

If thefe reptited feiences 
were really fo ample, and dificult to ac- 
quire, as we are made'to believe, thén 
this objection would forever filence or 
inveftigations, and we could do nothing 
but fhrink. our fhoulders, and heave a 
long deep figh of endlgfs flavery : but hap- 
py for mankind, they-are net: -That il- 
liberal defire cf men of. profeflion, to ex- 
cludethe reftof mankindfrom theirknow- 
ledge,in order to elevate themfelves above 
them, has, from the earlift times employ- 
ed all the cunning end art the human 
mindis Capable of, to perplex and dar- 
ken thefe fciences. What we really know

TO THE EDITOR. ` 


he fpiritof the French peopie naturally 

omy was intoxicated. with victory.— 
‘The fooliih and daaverous appleufe, fo 
iadilcriminately Javithed on great gence 
rals, was desltout by them with unte- 
fe&ing pradigality ; and they little 
dreamt thar they were building up idols 
that: would foon become thè deadliefl 
fcourges of their country. 

The feenes that enfued are freth in 
the recollection of our -réaders. We 
need not therefore recapitulate them.— 
They have ended in the ovetrhrow-of the 
republic, and in the--eftablifament. of 
monarchy. 
 Atthefe awful tranfitions the mind is 
too apt to. indulge gloomy ideas. Ee- 
eaufe ali-that, is hoped for is not gained, 
it is apprehended that every thing is loft. 
But this is not true. It does not follow, 
becaufe the fair fabric of liberty is oter- 
turned, that ashedious defpotifm , pre-} 
vails, Itdces not follow becaufe a pure 
liberty has ceafed to exift, that a gloomy 
flayery prevails. Che truth is that altho’ 
political liberty does. not.at prefent exift 
‘in France,’ the happinefs of the people is 
more tefpected than it had been before 
for centuries under the old monarchy.— 
The truth, is that: certain revolutionary | 
principles. are fo deeply rooted, “and 
their benign effects fo widely diffuled, 
that exiftence may be-confidered as 
Among thefe 
‘principles, “are thofe which regulate the 
tranfmiilion of property, by which the 
vakt accumulations i. particular indivi- 
duals and claffes are probably forever 
frnftrated. . Let it likewife-be recollected 
that, under the prefent order of things, 
and monopoliesare inhibited, and cvery 
fpecies of human induftry efficacioutly 
protected 5 while every national refource 
is dexeloped with a bold hand by the go- 
vernment. . Although, therefore, the re- 
volution has not made France a republic, 
it has unqueftionably eminently promot- 
ed her happinefs; and has, we may add, 
fown feeds that will one day make her 
one, Nature generally a¢ts by univerfal 
laws. ‘The work of ages ts not overturn- 
ed ina day. Aad it may be in obedi- 
ence to thofe principles that that defpo- 
tifm, which was the growth of many 
fucceflive centuries, will require more 
than a few years to be entirely eradicated. 
The Revolution may be viewed as the 
firit tep towards this refult pand if it has 
but acconipiithed it in part, fo far from 
calling forth our denunciation, it merits 
our 2dmiration aud applaufe. 

But the principal end of thef: remarks 
is to refute the idea that there ts anyan- 
alogy between the courfe purfued by the 
American and French nations. So far 
from difcovering this analogy, we fhall, 
exaltation, tcarcety finda feature in 
common between the two countries. 

France at the period of her revolution 
avas an opprefied nation: fhe was oppref- 
fed by a king, a priefthaod, and anhere- 
ditary nobility, who monopolifed more 
than half the fruits of the earth. 

Jn American we had no king,ne prick- 
hood, no nobility. “ We fay no king,be- 
caufe-the power of the king of England 
was fcarcely more than nominal. 
> We were allo free, and always had 

been, from the oppreflions endured by the 
French people. 
- The French people, at the period’of the 
revolution, ‘were totally, and had been for 
ages, deprived of: the right of {elf-govern- 
ment, 

The American-people. were in its full 
exercile. ‘Every ftate had its.affembly. 

The French people confifted of two or- 
ders,, the rich and the poor, the former 
of whom were-corrupted by luxury,. and: 
the latter debafed by extreme indigence. 

In America there was'‘little Juxury and 
lefs: poverty. Labor was the univerfal 
paffport-to independence. 

The French people were whinfgrmed. 
The. American were enlightened. 

finally, in France at the period of the 
revolution, a ‘large portion of the people 
‘were interefted in the overthrow of _ the 
republic; while in America the whole bo- 
dy of the people were deeply interefied in 
its maintenance. . 


The different refults of the two revolu-| 
tions-is, perhaps; beft refolved by.a cont- 
dexation of the force of:prejudice and hä- 
bits ‘Thefe powerful principles operated} 
in the two revolutions in direftions pre- 
cifely the reyerfe of each other.. In France 

they confructed the love of monarchy. as 
the gravitating power 5 while in Ameri- 
ca the gravitating principle wag a love of 
liberty. Such.is the wonderful accommo- 
dation of the. human character to citcum- 
ftances, that a corrupt ftate.of fociety,af- 
ter a long endurance, offers as many al- 
lurements,and creates as trongan attach- 
ment, as that which is founded in the 
highelt wifdom and vinue. Weall re- 
collect the tory of the old man, who had 
been-buried in the Baftile for fifty years, 
during which he had not beheld the light 
of heaven. Keffore me {aid he, when he 
was liberated, reore me to my dungeon — 
‘Liberty hata longer charms for- mes Ti 
this: declaration illuftrares.the feelings of} 
4 peopie. debafed by tyramy, it equally.il- 
luftrates the iavincible.attachmeat of al 
virtodus and freé-peopie-to- the: heritage). 
“of their fathers, Of courfe, we. find, a-. 
mong ¢ our countrymen, 3 love of libérry, 
not ierely the offspring.of reflection, but 
fortified by habit and. even prejudice; in. 


“SIR, 
Though your mifcelany bein general 
conducted with comparative correćłnefs 5 
yet,in purfuing its eentents for fome years 
paft, I find you are not, more than your 
neighbours, free from the errors of the 
prefs. Thefe errors when-no one can mif- 
take your meaning, or when it makes it 
nonfenfe;might be paffed over in filence’; 
but when they involve either facts- or 
perfons, may have the effect of miflead- 
ing polterity when turning over your Ma- 
-gazine for long g paft occurencces. 
ig more likely to be done, as you very fel: 
dom cerrect your miftakes by an Erra- 
ta. Perhaps you think, this unneceflary, 
as expofing your blunders to perfons who 
would not otherwife obfetve them ; but 
I would recommend the praCtice to you 
as the beft andonly apology you can make 
te the public. Asan inftance of your in. 
accuracy, on a late occafion, you inferted 
a royal proclamation for a national fea/ ; 
and though I have paid particular atten- 
tion to the times and the manners fince 


took place. Nay,from the-preffure of war 
with myfelf that.it was a very improper 


place. -On reading farther down’ how- 
ever, I found it was a thing the very rê 
véerfe of what you faid it ought to be; 
and inftead of being regaled with a fifi 
we were injoined to faf, 

But Mr. Editor,this is not the bite error 
you have committed; i in comparifon with 
others, it is flight and trivial —You gave 
notice, not long ago, of a fermon to be 
preached for the fins of the clergy. Now, 
fir, -though that refpectable bady have, 
no doubt, failings, like other men; yet 
i cannot think that a fermon would have 


fns,as being greater than the bulk of their 
congregations. Sir, let me tell you, you 
fhould be very cautious in throwing our 
reflections again{t either religion or its 
minifters as in this ageof infidelity, it may 
give too much occalion to the ignorant 
and the prejudiced, to {peak lightly of 
thefe ferious matters. 

In another place fir, you mention that 
a certain hon. gentleman had loft his 
seal wv the Houle of Commons.—Did 
you ‘mean, fir, to infinuate that there 
were any pick-pockets in that auguft al- 
fen:bly-4-or,.co you fuppofe, if there had 
been any fuch;: =f would ‘not have ta- 
ken the watch'alfo?

The decla- 
ration of out apprehenfions of her re- 
fentment, and the dread we difplayed, at 
her proweis, led-the government to pur- 
fue a fyftem of deprecation, unawed by 
any meafures of retaliation from the A- 
metican adminiftration. Our language 
on that occafion was -that of timidity; 
we became {upplicants to their clemency; 
we openly crouched to the treaty, though 
we fecretly detefted its principles; and 
thus governed by fear, we unfortunately 
furrendered every neutral right to the un- 
controuled management of an expenfive 
Englith judiciary. 

So far from confidering Britain 2$ om- 
nipotent either in ker marine, commer- 
cial or manufacturing ftation, I believe 
there is no power. in Europe more com- 
pletely dependent, as they relate to thefe 
particulars. Her marine depends great- 
ly on Ruffia, and her commercial and 
manufacturing interefts are principally 
fupparted by her connexion in America. 
The jmmenfé quantity of, manufacturés 
yearly imported into the United States, 
together with the exports of our ftaple 
articles to the Welt Indies, and within 
her.own dominions, give fuch a balance 
of trade in the various direétions of her 
commerce, as would (if a fhort time fop- 
ped) ftrike a fatal blow to the revenue 
and mercantile tranfa€tions of that coun- 
try. The benefits arifing ftom our com- 
merce with England, are allowed by all 
the authors who have written on the feb- 
ject, and the dread excited during the 
fhort period of our embargo, proves the 
propriety of its eftimation in the Ameri- 
can fcale. Our embargo threw the 
whole exchange of London into confler- 
nation, 

This principle was. firongly urged in 
the State Conventions on the queftion of 
the conftitution.; it was ever confidered 
the palladium of our national importance. 
Mr. John Adams, (the Jate Prefidenr) 
when in England, afferted, in my hear- 
ing, that the commerce of America was 
the moft powerful weapon to attack 
Britam ; and further declared, that if the 
United States would gnize in a navigation 
act, that we could force the miniftry to 
our own terms.—Thefe are fentiments 
which that gentleman vindicated when 
refiding at the court of St James ; he re- 
gretted that no commercial fyitem was 
adopted by the American Sates, and of- 
ten ipoke with a degres of exthujatic csn- 
idence on the power of this country te 
control the infolence of Britain. -

As the making of wollen cloths is fo 
greatly impreved. by the carding mä- 
chines lately erected in different places, 
itis probable that this, with the rapid 
increafe of our inhabitants, will increafe 
the demand for-wool at leaft in propor- 
tion, and as the demand for wool has 
been greater than could be fupplied, it 
remains for legiflators to determine what 
forther encouragement for the increafe 
and improvement in fheep and wool may 
be neceflary for the public good. That 
fheep afford Jight food, cloathing, and 
an excellent manure, are facts fo well 
known. they need no comment.. Fora 
number of years paft [have had a defire 
to improve the breed of theep, and have 
taken fome meafures for that purpof*.— 
In the year 18001 purchafeda pair of 
theep called the otter breed. This breed 
of fheep is well known by fome, but I 
prefume are unheard of by many others. 


They generally have long round bodies,} 


thick necks and breafts, broad hips, very 
fhort legs that ftand wide apart and fome 
of them bend outwards. They, cannot 
tun or leap fences equal with others and 
mine have about the fame quantity of 
wool, a the other kind and fome finer. 
Mylambs by thofe rams with other theep 


os common—kind, but in fome inftances 
they partake partly of the fhape of both, 
and I think thefe ameliorate the breed. 
In O@ober, 1802, I obtained one of the 
Spanith Merino rams, imported by col. 
Humphreys, and put him with part of 
my fheep, and by this means in the 
{pring 1803, had fome of the half biood- 
ed lambs. ‘Soon after the lambs had 
come I put them and their dams with 
my-other fheepand lambs, and kept them 
together through the fummer, and in 
the fall feparated thefe lambs with 
my others from the old fheep, and fo 
kept them through the winter. In 
the fummer they were manifeftly dif- 
ferent, and. they wintered. much better 
than my other lambs that lay with them, 
and at fhearing _ yielded one fifth 
more in weight of wool on an avc- 
rage than any other fheep, and the 
quality far fuperior ; exceeding my 
expectation, This wool was fpun 
and wove in my own family. The 
wool was carded and the cloth dreffed 
at the works ef col. Humphreys at Rim- 
mon Falls in Derby, and by reputable 


{merchants that cloth has been judged to 


be equal in quality to Englith broad cloth 
from fix to fix dollars and half per yard. 
The genuine breedof thofetheeparenearly 
the fame fize of our common fheep, and 
completely covered with wool, exceeding 
fine aad thick, and yield more wool than 
common fheep and much more oily than 
other wool, and by mixing them, mine 
have increafed their fize and wool, Ihave 
fome of the three quarter blooded ; their 
wool ‘bears a near refemblance of the 


| genuine, and from my half blooded rams 


(the two laft feafons) I have had a num- 


| ber of quarter blooded lambs which are | 


larger and yield mote wool than my half 
blaoded, but not fo fine. I have kept 
this. breed with fome of my other fheep 
for the purpole of a fair experiment, and 
ftom the obfervations of three fummers 


and two winters, they have done better} 


in fammer and winter than any others. 
I think they are a hardy, healthy breed 
of flicep. By thefe experiments and-ob- 
fervations with others in my neighbour- 
hood, lam convinced that great improve- 
ment may be made in our fheep and 
wool by mixing the breed with them, 
worthy thé attention of all that raife 
fheep, as well as the’public. `
